WEST PALM BEACH, Fia., June 9—(#)—An Army rescue party 
Sunday night had recovered 19 bodies from the wreckage of a C-54 
plane from Morrison Field here which crashed on a mountainside 


on Taboga Island. 
All 23 persons aboard, 


including 17 passengers and six crew 


members, were believed to have perished. 


Lt. Col. John S. Owens, Deputy 
Commander of Morrison Field, 
said the plane, on a_ “routine 
flight, carried one Army colonel, 
two West Point cadets, one civil- 
ian, six crew members and 13 en- 


men. 
Darkness halted the search for 
additional bodies and it. will be 
resumed on Monday, Owens said. 
He added that a select crew was 
flying the plane and cause of the 
crash had not been determined. 


He said the plane left Morrison 


Field here at 4:45 a. m. and 
crashed at 11:13 a. m. when it 
struck the mountain on Taboga 
Island, eight miles off the Canal 
Zone coast. 

Owens said the plane exploded 
as it struck the mountain. 

An Army rescue party, headed by 
Lt. Gen. Willis D. Crittenberger, 
Commander of the Panama Canal 
Department, Sunday night was at- 
tempting to identify the badly- 
mangled bodies.

Witness Tells ot Horror 


Of Hotel Visit of Death

DUBUQUE, Iowa, June 9—(#)—The flames had already broken 
through the top of the main hotel building when I arrived on the 
scene at about 1:15 a.m. Smoke was coming through the windows 


of the annex at the opposite side 


A woman stood at a window 
on the sixth floor and two men 
were at another window on that 
floor. Whether it was smoke or 
their shocked condition that made 
them wave stolidly could not be 
ascertained. Firemen swung their 
long ladder under the window in 
which the woman stood. One of 
the firemen hurried up the lad- 
der to help the woman out the 
window and assisted her in the 
descent to the ground. 

When the ladder was moved 
over to the window where the two 
men were standing, a third man 
appeared at afiother window. By 
the time the two men reached the 
ground the third window was va- 
cant. Believing the man had fal- 
len back into the room, the fire- 
men swung their ladder to that 
window. Unable to find the man, 
they later learned that he had 
run to the fire escape on the south 
side of the annex and had fol- 
lowed it to safety. 

Fire Capt. Harold Cosgrove 
helped to drag his hose into posi- 
tion and, turning to me, said:

KILLED BY NET 


“One man jumped from the 
fourth floor; his head struck the 
rim of the net and he died a few 
minutes later. A woman failed to 
hit the net when she jumped from 
the fourth floor and died instant- 
ly when she struck the pavement.” 

Police, firemen, sheriff's officers 
and volunteers hastened up the 
fire escapes, guiding panic-strick- 
en guests to safety while smoke 
poured from windows and doors. 

Streams of water seemed to come 
from everywhere. Although the 
flames did not reach a great 
height above the top of the 
building they made a roaring 
inferno in the rooms of the ho- 
tel building, which connects on 
the east with the annex. 

‘Before dawn the fire was under 
control. 

I had taken several pictures on 
the outside. Police and firemen 
permitted me to follow them to the 
sixth and top floor of the annex, 
where the smoke made us cough 
and rub our eyes. A charred body 
lay at the end of a hall on the 
‘sixth floor, The men put a can- 
vas on the remains. In a room on 
the third floor we saw a man 
wearing shorts, sprawled on his 
stomach in front of the window. 
He was dead. No burns were on 
his body. 

SUFFOCATED 
We went down the hall a short

kneeling, half-lying across a bed. 


Like the other two he had died 
of suffocation.

Half-covered with 
black, burned wood was a small 
boy. In another room a body was | 
propped on the right elbow, half!

I went back down and watched |

bottom of the ladder, and took 
the canvas. He walked over to the 
side of the building and placed 
the figure gently on the sidewalk. 
The child was his daughter.

ished in an early-morning fire that swept through the 
Canfield Hotel Sunday while 24 other persons still were 
unaccounted for Sunday night. 

American Red Cross officials said that in addition to 
the 15 known dead and 21 injured only 69 others of the 


hotel’s 12Q registered guests had 
been accounted for. 

An all-day search of the charred 
debris of the blackened hulk of 
the 200-room hotel had yielded 
only 15 bodies and Sunday night 
Deputy State Fire Marshal Zach 
Cook ordered that the search cease 
until supports could be provided 
for “the dangerously sagging 
walls.” 

Meantime, there were stories 
told of breath-taking escapes and 
heroic rescues: of Catholic priests 
in this predominantly Catholic 
city appearing on the scene to 
administer last rites as victims 
were brought out. 

SCREAMS OF TRAPPED 


The screams from flaming hotel | 


windows of trapped inmates re- 
mained fixed in the mind of one 
fireman. 

“If I live to be a hundred, I'll 
never forget the screams of the 
scores of persons standing at win- 
dows when I arrived .. .,” Fire 
Capt. Harold Cosgrove said. 

Thirty leaped to safety into nets, 
but a woman died instantly when 
she jumped from the fourth floor 
and struck the pavement. Cos- 
grove said a man struck the rim 
of the net with his head when he 
leaped from the fourth floor and 
died a few minutes later. 

Fire Chief Perry Kirch praised 
the rescue of civilians.

‘to the ground two floors below. 
He suffered only minor bruises 


-and scratches. 


CAUSE NOT KNOWN 


Although the cause of the fire 
was not known at a late hour, ho- 
tel employes said it apparently 
started in the basergent, raced up 
a partition separating the main- 
floor lobby and cocktail lounge, 
and fanned out and upward 
quickly. 

When the first pieces of fire 
fighting equipment arrived, wit 
nesses said many windows were 
occupied with hotel guests scream- 
ing for help. Nets were spread be- 
low and rescue ladders were run 
up the sides of the structure. But 
a few guests in their panic 
couldn’t wait and jumped to their 
deaths, 

John Becker, a hotel clerk, said 
William Canfield, Jr., the hotel's 
co-owner with his father, who lost 
his life, discovered the fire and 
sound the alarm immediately.

Remond, who, according to his 
wife, “is a little temperamental— 


|I guess all artists are,” fired the 
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latecomers just before the noon 
rush-hour. A few of his regular 
customers, however, pitched in. 
They washed dishes, waited on 
table, swept up and tided the 
Cafe over one of its greatest crises. 

The restaurant is open to all, 
from construction workers to the 
City’s leading executives. Two 
City policemen, faithful devotees 
of Remond’s “wonderful cooking 
and homey atmosphere,” were 
seen the other night, sweeping up 
and helping put out the garbage. 


At noon, employes of neighboring to 


fish, packing and other companies 
swarm to Remond’s like bees to 
honey. When the place became too 
crowded, various companies oblig- 
ingly staggered their employes’ 
lunch hours according to Mrs. Re- 
mond’s schedule. 

A sizable segment of the res- 
taurant’s trade comes after its 
normal closing hour of 7 p. m. 
when parties of five or more per- 
sons who have made reservations 
a day in advance are served the 
quintessence of good cooking. 

In addition to standard dishes 
known to gourmets the world over, 
Georges, together with Burrel 
Fowler who has been with him for 
the past five years, prepare de- 
licious salads, boned shad “a la 
Georges,” crepes suzetes, vichy- 
soisse and a countless variety of 
other comestibles known only as 
“something Georges cooked up.” 

The Remonds’ stock in trade is 
good cooking and friendliness. 
Some trons have been so im- 
Pp that they have offered 
him up. to $100,000 to open a res- 
taurant on the other side of town. 
But Mrs. Remond expressed the 
feeling of the establishment with 
her comment:

WASHINGTON, June 9—(UP) 
A meat famine will hit the Nation 
within a week if cattle and hog 
producers continue. to withhold 
their animals from the market, a 
spokesman for the Office of Eco- 
nomic Stabilization said Sunday. 

e said there appears to be a 
universal feeling among livestock 
men that if they hold off until 
July 1, price controls will be lifted 
or so weakened that prices will 
soar. 

He added that the holding-back 
scheme has grown steadily worse 
for several weeks and “if it con- 
tinues, we will have a meat famine 
a week from now.” 

He said the situation is further 
aggravated because there also is 
withholding at the packer level in 
anticipation that OPA _ controls 
will be removed. 

The Senate takes up the OPA 
extension bill this week. In its 
present form it removes all con- 
trols on meat, poultry and dairy 
products on July 1, and transfers 
control of other foods from OPA 
to the Department of Agriculture. 
The House already has passed @ 
similar measure. 

OPA Sunday released a state- 
ment showing that livestock re- 
ceipts in 12 principal terminal 
markets are steadily declining. 
The railroad strike curtailed ship- 
ments for a time but both OPA 
and the Department of Agriculture 
now agree that the cattleman’s 
“wait-and-see” policy is primarily 
responsible. 

Meantime, OPA reported a de- 
crease in black marketing of meat. 
It said that through the Govern- 
ment’s slaughtering quotas, which 
tend to “freeze out” illegitimate 
dealers, production of meat under 
Federal inspection rose nine per- 
cent from April 29 to May 25 over 
the March 31-April 27 period. 

It said the program is not putting 
more meat on the table but is giv- 
ing legitimate distributors a great- 
er percentage. 

Officials agree that there will be 
more meat after July 1, if OPA 
controls are removed, but they 
also are warning that prices will 
skyrocket to such an extent that 
housewives will have to pay more 
ae a billion dollars in increased 
evies.

Franco Seen 


NEW YORK, June 9—(/)—The 
United Nations Economic and So- 
cial Council goes into its third 
week of deliberations Monday, 
split on more than half a dozen 
important issues but still hoping to 
conclude the present session by 
June 18 or 20. 

On almost all. issues, the Big 
Three Nations are divided along 
the same lines as in the Security 
Council—Russia on one side and 
the United States and Great Brit- 
ain on the other. 

Whether the Council will finish 
on schedule depends largely upon 
the accomplishments of commit- 
tees which have been given the 
difficult task of reconciling the 
divergent views expressed during 
the Council’s 10 lengthy meetings. 

A compromise proposal on the 
issue of Franco Spain was in pros- 


A subcommittee investigating 
the Falangist regime recommended 
that if Generalissimo Franco re- 
mains in power in September the 
General Assembly should call 
upon the entire membership to 
break relations with the Spanish 
Government. . 

Other major controversies, which 
the Committees will have to re- 
solve, include the following: 

1. Whether the United Nations 
should admit non-member natioris 
such organizations as_ the 
World Health=Agency and such 
other non-political organizations as 
the Statistical Organization and 
World Transportation Agencies. 

2. Whether the United Nations 
should aid war-devastated coun- 
tries which are not UN members. 

3. Whether the World Federa- 
tion of Trade Unions, which in- 
cludes the CIO but not the Ameri- 


can Federation of Labor, should |d 


be given special rights to have a 
representative sit in meetings of 
the Council and express the views 
of labor. 

4. Whether the Council should 
take steps immediately to promote 
freedom of information or whether 
t should, as the Russians suggest, 
take up first the questions of dis- 
crimination and the rights of mi- 
norities. 

These, although by no means all 
the important issues under dis- 
pute, will serve as examples of the 
problems facing the Committees.

Thunder on the Lett 


(Editor’s Note: Ralph Jones is on vacation.) 


WASHINGTON—The third-party agitation now convulsing the 
American labor leadership makes it necessary for someone to do 
the old stunt of saying, “the King hasn’t any clothes on.” The 
wiseacres assert that the labor groups cannot desert President 
Truman because their doing so woulti elect a Republican Congress 
in 1946, or bring in Bricker in 1948. But the simple truth is that 
the main source of the current third-party talk is the extreme 
left wing.. And the extreme left wing would like nothing better 
than the general paralysis which would result from election of 
a Republican Congress while a Democrat remains in the White 
House. 

The third-party crisis—and it has been a crisis—was precipi- 
tated by the President’s long-delayed but violent action in the 
strike emergency. This provided a pretext for those who have 
long looked toward a third party for other reasons. The CiO 
labor chieftains, Sidney Hillman and Philip Murray, were forced 
to exert great powers of persuasion to prevent some of their more 
excitable followers from plumping for a’ third party at once. For 
a day or two, Hillman’s ally in the Administration, Postmaster 
Gen. Robert Hannegan, was gravely alarmed. Overtures were 
made to Secretary of Commerce Henry A. Wallace to head a third- 
party movement, but were firmly ‘rejected. For the present, the 
crisis seems to have blown over. , 


Yet the division of forces and the 
Communist Strategy motives animating the various partici- 
pants in the struggle are still worth study, since a new crisis may 
break out at any moment. (Another crisis could easily be started, 
for example, by a repetition, in the management of the threat- 
ened shipping strike, of the same bungling that characterized 
the management of the rail and coal strikes.) And if a nation- 
wide third-party movement is initiated, it ought to poll enough 
votes and create enough general confusion to transform the prob- 
ability of Republican success in the congressional elections into 
an absolute certainty. 

These facts are clearly realized by Hillman, Murray and 
Wallace, which is why they have steadfastly refused to yield 
to the temptation of a third party, even though the labor 
chieftains’ enthusiasm for President Truman is about as warm 
as yesterday’s toast. These facts are not clearly realized by a 
small number of Hillman’s and Murray’s non-Communist, idealist 
followers, who rather hanker for the excitement of a third party, 
and are therefore used as fronts by the Communists. 

But the regal third-party impulse comes from the small but 
influential sectors of the labor movement which are held by the 
Communists and their fellow travelers. They understand the facts 
of political life just as well as Murray, Hillman and Wallace. 
But they actively want what Murray and Hillman and Wallace 
do not want. In short, the situation is reaching the same stage 
that it did in 1940, when the Communist party cast its vote for 
Wendell Willkie on the ground that he was less interventionist 
than Franklin Roosevelt. The Soviet-Nazi pact was then in force, 
and beating Roosevelt was then the party line. 


From the Communist standpoint, organiza- 
tion of a third party is desirable today for a 
very simple reason. Where President Truman’s Administration 
has been weak in other departments, it has been strong in foreign 
policy. Truman and Secretary of State James F. Byrnes are rallying 
constantly increasing national support for “patience and firmness” 
toward the Soviet Union. Naturally, the party line is to put a stop 
to this by all available means. There could be no better means 
imaginable than to administer a defeat at the polls to the Admin- 
istration, and at the same time throw one of the co-ordinate 
branches ef the government into the hands of the opposition. 

To be sure, the Truman-Byrnes foreign policy is not supported 
in many non-Communist sectors of the American left wing. Sec. 
Wallace himself has made his opposition to it most glaringly 
evident, comsidering his place in the Cabinet. Hillman has repeat- 
edly attempted to secure modifications. But the first consideration 
of these men is the welfare of those whom they represent—the 
labor unions and the American left wing in general. That is not 
true of the Communists and party liners. Fortunately, most of 
the non-Communists are beginning to wake up to this.

Vinson Should Prove 
Able Chief Justice 


W ASHINGTON—President Truman’s appoint- 
ment of Secretary of the Treasury Fred M. Vin- 
son as chief of the Supreme Court was probably 

as happy a selection as could be made under the circumstances, 

The only criticism that has been raised in any quarter against 
the appointment is on the score that a Republican was not named. 

This is a complaint that will impress Republicans, and many 
others, for that matter, as entirely legitimate in view of the fact 
that Vinson's appointment gives the Democrats a lopsided ratie 
of eight-to-one on the Court. 

Long established custom has dictated that a more even balance 
be struck in the division of the Court, as between the two major

THE AVERAGE American is 
against appeasing Russia in what 
it supposes to be he: design for 
expansion of power. V‘’hen the 
country was polled in March on

As I predicted, the Gov- 
ernment was formulating a sub 
rosa agreement with Lewis. Asa 
matter of fact, it was proceeding 
according to it even at the moment 
that President Truman delivered 
his hysterical speech before Con- 
gress, simultaneously with his hu- 
miliation and cavalier treatment 


undertook to do _ surreptitiously 
what he had attempted to do boast- 
fully four years earlier. He whis- 
pered into ears that could be trust- 
ed that Dewey was the man. My 
guess is that he might not have 
such a painful and unprofitable 
time of it trying to line up the min- 
ers’ votes against Mr. Truman as 
he did against Roosevelt.

ish, Ananda was often described 
as a reluctant monarch who found 
his greatest pleasure in playing 
his saxophone and driving his 
American jeep about the Palace 
grounds. 

Only a month ago King Ananda 
signed a new constitution for his 
country, which provided for a Sen- 
ate and a House of Representatives 
both elected by the people.. Of 
June 1 he opened the first wholly 
elected Siamese Parliament. 

Ananda was proclaimea King 
March 2, 1935, under a regency, 
upon the.abdication of his uncle, 
King Prajadhipok, but he spent 
little time in his own land. Born 
in Germany Sept. 20, 1925, he had 
been taken to Siam at the age of 
two. He studied there as a child 
and went to Switzerland in 1933. 
He was educated in Lausanne, and 
most of his last 12 years were 
spent in Switzerland, except for a 
brief visit home in 1938. Prajad- 
hipok died in 1941. 

Ananda’s personal life in Siam 
was confined largely within the 
palace walls. He was permitted 
none of the informal social expedi- 
tions which popularized monarchs 
in the Western World. 

Ananda’s mother, an attractive, 
youthful-looking woman in her for- 
ties, was said to have exerted a 
strong influence upon the young 
ruler of 18,000,000 subjects. 

The anci_nt absolute monarchy 
of Siam, which endured from 1350 
to 1932, was overthrown in a 
bloodless revolution three years 
before Ananda ascended the 
throne, but the Siamese revered 
him with the same extreme ven-

June 13, by plane for the United |
